It is to be noted that there has been a satisfactory gain in 
the receipts from admissions, which, as shown by the © 
monthly record, has been distributed with some evenness 
throughout the year; the exceptionally large increase, 
amounting to $2862.38 in the month of September, having 
been in part owing to the large number of strangers drawn 
to the city during the week of the Encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republi. 


The Board refers with sorrow to the death, on April 3d, 
of Dr. William Camac, who was, in a sense more than ordi- 
narily exact, the founder of- this Society. 

It is now nearly forty-five years since a study of the 
Zoological Gardens existing in Europe suggested to Dr. 
Camac, then, as always, deeply interested in the natural 
sciences, the thought of establishing one of like kind in his 
native city. The earliest result of his efforts in this direc- 
tion was the granting of the Society’s charter in 1859, and 
in the organization then effected he became its first Presi- 
dent. For various reasons the realization of his desires

was delayed for-thirteen years, after which time the project 
was revived, and at the first meeting for reorganization, 
held March 14th, 1872, Dr. Camac was re-elected President, 
- and continued to hold that office until April 1878, at which 
time, feeling that the preliminary work had been done and 
that the Gardens were then firmly established, he resigned, 
remaining as a Director until the following year. 

As acknowledgment which the Society owes to the origi- 
nality of his plans, and to the faithful labor with which he 
forwarded their execution, and as a tribute to the affection- 
ate regard in which he was held by his colleagues, the 
Directors place upon the records of the Society these few 
words of remembrance. 


THE GARDENS. 


At the close of the year the collection was composed of 
386 mammals, 506 birds, 224 reptiles, and 18 batrachians; 
a total of 1134 living specimens.

Of these the following may be mentioned as worthy of 
special notice :— 
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A pair of grand eclectus (Kelectus roratus), a splendid par- 
rot from the Moluccas, purchased on March 10th. 

On March 28th Miss Phebe Hart Smith presented a 
specimen of one of the ground squirrels of the Pacific coast 
(Tamias hindsi), a species never before in the collection. 

A mealy redpoll linnet (Acanthis linaria), also new, was 
received on April 3d, and on the same day two Forsten’s 
lorikeets (Trichoglossus forsteni) were purchased. This beau- 
tiful parrakeet is a native of the island of Sumbawa, lying 
just east of Java, and is of great rarity in collections. 

A fine adult male prong-horned antelope was presented 
on the 20th by Mr. H. W. Sharpless, of Philadelphia. 

On the 22d a number of animals were purchased from a 
dealer, among them being a cassowary (Casuarius casuarius) 
a male nylghaie antelope (Boselaphus tragocamelus), a Cen- 
tral American agouti (Dasyprocta isthmica), two chukar 
partridges (Caccabis chukar), and two wonga-wonga pigeons 
(Leucosarcia picata). 

On April 24th a Salvin’s amazon (Chrysotis salvini) was 
added to the fine series of parrots. The species has been 

‘but recently described and appears to range from Nicaragua 
to Colombia. 

A specimen of the ariel toucan (Rhamphastos ariel) was 
purchased on the 24th, and on the following day two bare- 
eyed cockatoos (Cacatua gymnopis), from Australia, were 
received. — 

A spitting gecko (Sprerodactylus sputator), from Kingston, 
Jamaica, new to the collection, was presented on the 29th 
by Mr. J. L. Buck. 

A number of snakes were received from southern Texas, 
on May 2d, among them being specimens of the fine king 
snake (Ophibolus getulus splendidus) of that region, and 
several Holbrook’s water snakes (Tropidonotus rhombifer). 

An example of one of the least common of the South 
American cebus monkeys (Cebus albifrons) was procured on 
the 10th, and later in the month a night-monkey (Nycti- 
pithecus trivirgatus), two black-bellied weaver birds (Pyro- 
melana afra), and a Sallé’s amazon (Chrysotis ventralis), from 
San Domingo, were received. 
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On June 3d interesting additions to the collection were 
received from Yuma, Arizona, consisting of three wood rats 
(Neotoma intermedia) and nine desert mice (Peromyscus 
eremicus). Both of these species seem to endure captivity 
well, and the mice have bred repeatedly since their arrival. 
These animals were a gift from Mr. Herbert Brown, of 
Yuma, through whose interest we received later on, six 
more specimens of the wood rat, two Arizona sage hares 
(Lepus arizonx), one of the smallest of the genus, and two 
raccoons from the same locality, which, while of rather 
large size, do not appear to present external characters dif- 
fering from eastern specimens. A fine rattlesnake (Crotalus 
adamanteus atrox) was also received from Mr. Brown. 

On June 6th another Amazon parrot of much rarity 
(Chrysotis inornata) was presented by Mr. E. B. Folger, of 
Philadelphia. 

On the same day a pair each of Indian chevrotain 
(Tragulus meminna) and Stanley’s chevrotain (7. stanley- 
anus) were purchased. The last species is the most brightly 
colored of the muis-deer and is a native of Ceylon. 

On the 8th a considerable variety of animals was selected 
from a large shipment arriving at New York from Singa- 
pore. Of chief interest among these was a lion-tailed 
monkey (Macacus silenus), from the Malabar coast of India, 
rarely shown in collections; a caracal (Felis caracal) ; two 
young sloth bears (Melursus ursinus); a pair of young 
sambur deer, which are probably the Malayan form (Cervus 
equinus), which has not been represented in the Garden 
for many years, and a smaller hill mynah (Mainatus re- 
ligiosus). 

On the 11th a pair of young lions were received from 
Mr. Carl Hagenbeck in exchange, and at the same time a 
female Persian wild ass (Equus hemionus onager) to replace 
the one which died, of the pair purchased in 1898. 

A specimen of the banded parrakeet (Palzxornis fasciatus) 
of India was received for the first time on June 21st. 

Four spiny comb-lizards (Ctenosaura acanthura), from 
Mexico, were purchased on the 21st, and on the following 
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day two snake-eating cobras (Nata bungara) were added to 
the collection in the Reptile House. The largest of these 
snakes measures some twelve feet in length and is double 
the size of those previously exhibited in the Gardens. 
These fine snakes have proved to be of much interest to the 
public, the more so as but two days after their arrival, 
some reptiles were received from Carl Hagenbeck, of Ham- 
burg, among which were two examples of the cobra of 
India (Naia naia). The range of the larger species is 
very extensive, covering the whole region from India to 
the Philippine Islands. Two specimens of eryx (Lryx 
johni), a small member of the Boidx, from India, somewhat 
modified by burrowing habits, were received at the same 
time, and accompanying them, as a gift from Mr. Hagen- 
beck, were examples of a species of water snake (Tropido- 
notus piscator) and the Cerberus snake (Cerberus rhynchops), 
both being found in southern Asia. | 

‘Some rare monkeys arrived at the same time, among 
them the white-collared mangabey (Cercocebus collaris), the 
hocheur monkey (C. nyctitans) and the moustache monkey 
(C. cephus), all being African species. 

Four wood ibis (Zantalus loculator) arrived from Florida 
on the Ist of July, and a male California hair seal (Zalophus 
californianus) wrs purchased on the 8th.- An ocellated liz- 
ard (Lacerta ocellata) from southern Europe; a Muller’s 
parrakeet (Zanygnathus mulleri) from Celebes, and another 
parrakeet belonging to the same genus, which appears to 
be T. megalorhynchus, arrived later in the month. 

Two gray ichneumons (Herpestes mungo) from India, were 
presented on August 27th by Mr. Paul Farnum and were 
placed in the Small Mammal House next to two other 
examples from Jamaica, into which island the species was 
introduced some years ago. 

Two slow loris (Nycticebus tardigradus) were purchased in 
September and also a Hoffman’s sloth (Cholopus hoffmant) 
from Panama. 

A water thrush (Siurus nevius), captured in the Gardens, 
was new to the collection, as also was an Amazon parrot 
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(Chryotis pretret) from southern Brazil, purchased October 
21st. ; 

Two young male deer belonging to the genus Mazama, 
purchased from a dealer in New York, are of interest in 
view of the scanty knowledge which is had of the small 
deer from the Rio Grande and southward. One of these 
is believed to have come from Arizona and the other from 
Central America, but in the absence of mature characters it 
is not even possible to guess at their identity. 

A fine pair of cereopsis geese (Cereopsis nove-hollandie) 
were received in exchange on October 27th. 

On November 3d a pair of mouflon (Ovis musimon) were 
received. This sheep, a native of Corsica and Sardinia, is 
rapidly becoming scarce, and the Society has not found it 
easy of late years to secure them. About the same date, 
two ultramarine finches (Hypochera ultramarina), from Abys- 
sinia, a kestrel (Falco tinnunculus) and a wood owl (Syrnium 
aluco), both European, were purchased. 

Additions of interest to the Reptile House in November 
were a yellow-tailed rat snake (Spilotes corais xanthurus) 
from Argentina; three South American rattlesnakes 
(Crotalus durissus) from Brazil; four fer de lance (Lachesis 
lanceolatus) ; and a slender snake (Stilosoma extenuata) from 
Marion Co., Florida. 

On the 25th a pair of Swinhoe’s pheasants (Gennzxus 
swinhowt) were purchased, and on the 30th some valuable 
monkeys, among them being two young examples of 
Cercopithecus erythrogaster ; a gray-cheeked mangabey (Cer- 
cocebus albigena) both from West Africa and far from com- 
mon in collections. At the same time a male Japanese 
macaque (Macacus fuscatus) was purchased as a mate for 
the female presented by Dr. Furness in December, 1896. 

A male and two female robust kangaroos (Macropus 
robustus) were purchased on December 2d. This fine species 
has not previously been shown in our collection; they were 
accompanied by a pair of brush-tailed rock kangaroos 
(Petrogale pencillata), which were a welcome arrival, as the 
old stock of these animals, which were for many years 
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maintained in the Gardens, had become completely ex- 
hausted. 

_A pair of young condor vultures (Sarcorhamphus gryphus) 
were received on the same day. 

Fifteen young boa constrictors, bred in the National Zool-_ 
ogical Park, Washington, were received as a gift from the 
Secretary of the Smithsonian Institution. 

On the 8th of December six specimens of the jerboa (Di- 
pus jaculus), found in northeastern Africa, were purchased.. 
These rodents are nearly related to the American jumping 
mice, and none of them have previously been shown in our 
collection. Another curious little rodent, the pocket gopher 
(Geomys bursarius), from the western United States, was 
presented on December 12th by the firemen of Engine Com- 
pany No. 41, of Philadelphia. 

Three chapparal cocks (Geococcyx mexicanus) were received 
from Texas on the 21st, and on the same day two specimens. 
of the West Indian boa (Boa diviniloqua) from Trinidad. 

An exchange of reptiles with Dr. Howard Kelly, of Bal- 
timore, added to the large collection of serpents a Say’s 
rattlesnake (Crotalus ¢onfluentus). 

On February 10th two pale-headed tree boas (Epicrates 
angulifer) and two barn owls from Cuba were presented by 
Dr. Thomas Biddle and Mr. Paul Farnum. 

A fine lioness, with two cubs about ten weeks old, were 
procured by exchange on February 21st.

The principal deaths were a female sing-sing antelope, 
which was killed by the male; a young active gibbon, 
which had lived two years in the collection ; the female 
orang “ Boulan,” which was presented by Dr. Furness on 
December 4th, 1896, and died January 15th, 1900 ; a female 
South American tapir, which had lived for twenty years in 
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the Gardens; the leopard “ Bob,” who died of old age on 
December 18th; a male bison, born May 16th, 1885 ; and 
a male cinnamon bear from Utah, which died January 
28th, 1900. This bear came into the Society’s possession on 
January 7th, 1874, and had lived in the Gardens more than 
twenty-six years. A female grizzly, which came in com- 
pany with it, is still living. 

The restaurant, which was destroyed by fire in October, 
1898, has been rebuilt, and was opened to public service in 
June. The greater part of the old walls was made use of 
in the new building, but the interior plan was entirely re- 
modeled and the comfort and convenience of visitors to the 
Gardens have been greatly promoted by the change. 

The Society’s collection of birds has long since outgrown 
the Aviary, and an extension of that building has become a 
necessity. 

As the present time seems favorable, plans have been 
prepared, and during the coming summer a building will 
be added at the north end of the present structure, to ac- 
commodate the collection of parrots. 


PRESERVATION OF GAME. 


The increasing difficulty of procuring specimens of some 
of the more important animals belonging to North Amer- 
ica, should direct the attention of the Society to one of its 
most proper functions—that of encouraging and promoting 
the preservation of game. 

It would appear probable that among the large tracts of 
land which are being acquired by the State of Pennsylva- 
nia as a “ Forest Reserve,” there should be some which will 
offer opportunity whereby some of our native animals 
which are still resident, but in decreasing numbers, such 
as the common deer, the wild turkey, and the ruffed 
grouse, may be indefinitely preserved, and perhaps others, 
such as the elk, be re-established. This noble animal was 
formerly abundant in mountainous regions, and it is not 
yet fifty years since the killing of the last one known within 
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the State. It is certain that with suitable forest tracts of 
sufficient extent, and with adequate protection, this species 
could, at small cost, be again established as a resident. 

The buffalo is not mentioned in this connection, although 
up to the close of the last century it was still found about 
the Allegheny River, for the reason that it is now probably 
too late to do more than retard its extinction for a few 
generations. Experience which has been had with the 
European bison gives ground for the belief that enough of 
these animals do not now remain to avert that potent cause 
of degeneration—inbreeding. Although, if a general and 
determined effort to preserve the species were to be made, 
the most hopeful results would be reached by establishing 
a number of herds in widely-separated localities in the 
United States, where exposure to different conditions of 
soil, food, and climate, influencing in some degree the 
development of the animals subjected to them, would pro- 
duce strains slightly unlike in constitution. Much benefit 
might be expected from the exchange of breeding animals. 
from these separated localities. 

The Board desires to urge upon the members of the So- 
ciety the importance of exerting, upon all occasions and 
without delay, their efforts to secure the accomplishment of 
this great object, the opportunity for which will be forever 
gone within a time surprisingly short, if the existing neg- 
lect be continued.
